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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art is 
to EP 377 980, which teaches the making of a musical instrument hody by impregnating a 
ceramic with a liquid resin. However, this reference does not teach or suggest the claimed 
modulus of elasticity hetween 10 and 100 GPa and the maximum internal friction, represented 
hy the natural logarithm of the inverse of said internal friction, equal to 1 x 10~ 3 as required hy 
independent claim 1 . 

Tke Examiner notes, that after review of applicant's amendment of Sept. 30, 2003, at 
pages 6-7, it is understood that as the phrase "maximum internal friction, represented hy the 
natural logarithm of the inverse of said internal friction, equals to 1 x 10~ 3 " is understood, "1 x 
10~ 3 " represents the highest acceptable internal friction, even though the magnitude of log Q* 1 is 
the lowest acceptable number (i.e., acceptable log Q" 1 numbers would be 2 x 10" 3 or 1 x 10" 2 ). 
Tke Examiner also understands, after a review of page 1 1 of the specification, that the discussion 
of the internal friction at lines 2-5 refers to the final product after the infiltration of resin, and 
the discussion of the internal friction at the second paragraph of page 11 refers to the body before 
the infiltration of resin.
